Kennedy opened the session with 
the dramatic announcement that So­ 
viet Premier Khrushchew had just 
promised in. a personal message to 
pull out all IL28 jet bombers within 
30 day s. 
Khrushchev reportedly had placed 
30-odd IL28 s in Cuba. He also agreed 
to permit the planes to be observed 
and counted as they go. Authorities 
indicated the Russians would need 
30 day s in which to dismantle the 
planes, crate them and get ships to 
Cuba to haul them home. 
“ Inasmuch as this goes a long 
way towards reducing the danger 
which faced this hemisphere four 
weeks ago,” Kennedy said, “ I have 
this afternoon instructed the secre­ 
tary of defense to lift our naval 
quarantine.”

We need not look far to find reason to celebrate a joy ou s Thanks* 
giv ing Day this y ear. 
As the crisis of October begins to recede into the perspectiv e of 
history , it becomes increasingly clear ju st how perilou s a position the 
United Slates—the entire free world—wou ld hav e been in had not the 
President boldly ex posed and faced down the Sov iet flanking mov e­ 
ment In Cu ba. 


The wisdom and clear-headed planning behind the gov ernment’s 
actions du ring those first critical day s becomes more ev ident also, 
despite the dragging ou t of the affair throu gh Commu nist maneu v er­ 
ing and the absence of any immediate “v ictory ” ov er Castro and com­ 
mu nism in Cu ba. 


Nu clear war was nev er closer, for here for the first time in the 
cold war, American fighting men squ arely confronted Ru ssians. A 
precipitate, rash mov e, a u se of ex cess force by u s cou ld hav e left the 
Sov iets no room to withdraw and no alternativ e between hu miliation 
or pressing their missile bu ttons. 


We hav e mu ch to he thankfu l for this y ear—the fact of peace, it­ 
self. hu t also ou r leaders of both parries, the basic u nity and strength 
of ou r nation, ou r v alu able allies.

And for u s each Thanksgiv ing has been a day to be thankfu l 
simply for the fact that we are still able to giv e thanks. 
And tru e, also, nothing fu ndamental has changed. The ideological 
schism in men’s hearts remains and the balance between East and 
West, thou gh apparently restored, is still no more nor less than a bal­ 
ance of terror. 
As one writer ex pressed it. we are now in the ey e of the hu rricane, 
In a period of calm. Bu t the hu rricane still rages arou nd the periphery 
of ou r liv es and will su rely sweep u pon u s again in the form of a new 
crisis. 
Like those who know natu re’s storms, we mu st take adv antage of 
this calm to order ou rselv es and ou r nation anew to face the nex t 
onslau ght. 
More than that, howev er. The larger goal is still the perfecting of 
a Ju st and lasting peace, the secu ring of a good and fru itfu l life, for 
men of all nations. This ideal mu st ev er remain the base on which we 
rest ou r resistance to threats and ty ranny . 
This age of crises will end. the hu rricane dissipate and the inherent 
nobility of mankind emerge prev ailing. Let u s resolv e that this will 
come to pass in ou r centu ry and in ou r day s and by ou r efforts.

Not many y ears ago when a per­ 
son had his appendix ou t he was kept 
in bed for at least two weeks. In that 
way su pposedly he got a good rest 
and there was no strain on the in­ 
cision. I knew a su rgeon in those 
day s (we will call him Dr. Otto) who 
u sed to make his patients get u p on 
the second day after he had taken ou t 
the appendix . 
His colleagu es in the medical 
profession thou ght he was tou ched 
in the head and believ ed that his 
v ictims wou ld hav e a heart attack 
or some u nwelcome complication. 
After all. keeping a man in bed aft­ 
er an operation had been the u su al 
practice for as long as any one cou ld 
remember, so it mu st be the proper 
thing to do. All of his patients got 
along fine, howev er, and were back 
at work a fu ll week ahead of the pa­ 
tients of the other su rgeons. 
Sev eral y ears later some research- 
minded su rgeons stu died the matter. 
They let a person sit u p on the day 
after an operation with feet ov er the 
side of the bed. On the nex t day they 
let him stand by the lied and allowed 
him to u se a commode chair instead 
of a bed pan. On the third day they 
encou raged a brief walk arou nd the 
room and sitting in a chair for an 
hou r or two. From then on activ ity 
was increased rapidly within the lim­ 
its of the patient's strength. 
Well, it tu rned ou t that Crazy 
Otto was right. We now know that 
one can get weary ju st ly ing in bed 
doing nothing and that doing noth­ 
ing makes y ou restless rather than 
rested. 
Enforced inactiv ity isn’t good for 
any one. It cau ses the mu scles to get 
weak and flabby and that inclu des 
the mu scles of the heart. It cau ses 
the circu lation to become slu ggish 
thu s increasing the danger of clots 
forming and plu gging the smaller 
blood v essels. It cau ses the digestion, 
especially the lower tract, to slow u p 
so that gas pains become a v ery an­ 
noy ing problem. 
Inactiv ity also cau ses certain es­ 
sential nu trients in the blood to es­ 
cape throu gh the kidney s thu s robbing 
the body of the v ery sou rces of 
strength needed for recov ery . If con­ 
tinu ed for too long, bedsores can de­ 
v elope in spite of meticu lou s clean­ 
liness and measu res taken to prev ent 
them. 
Su rgeons hav e no learned how to 
sew u p a wou nd in lay ers with strong 
su tu res that will withstand normal 
strain. 
There are the reasons su rgeons now 
get y ou back on y ou r feet as fast as

President Lincoln proclaimed an 
Au gu st Thanksgiv ing in 18 63, bu t 
came back three months later with 
another one in Nov ember—the month 
in which the holiday generally has 
been observ ed since.

A Dishwasher 
Is Ma-Sav er 


Before you Christmas shop for 
mother, stop and think about who 
she really is—a busy homemaker 
with scarcely enough time to com­ 
plete each day’s chores. 
A thoughtful gift that means extra 
hours to a hard working housewife 
is an automatic electric dishwasher. 
Instead of standing over the sink 
three times a day, wrinkling her 
hands in hot dishwater, she’ll be 
able to put all the dirty dishes, 
pots, and pans directly in the dish­ 
washer, where they’ll remain out 
of sight until there’s a full load to 
be done—at the twist of a dial or a 
push of a button. 
When tile dishes are clean and 
dry, they can be put away, or left 
in the dishwasher until time to set 
the table again. 
There are three basic types of 
electric dishwashers to choose from 
—portable, convertible and built-in. 
Both portable and convertible mod­ 
els can be put to work as soon as 
delivered, since they need no plumb­ 
ing or wiring.
